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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The rejections of the 
claims under 103(a) are withdrawn in view of the amendment limiting the claimed methods to 
those comprising the administration of PEG12000. With this limitation, the claimed methods are 
commensurate in scope with the declaration filed 10/20/2003 under 37 C.F.R. 1.132 by Dr. Craig 
Tendler, which declaration was filed to substantiate applicants 5 assertion that arrival at an 
optimum dose range of peglyated interferon alpha is an unexpected result in methods for the 
treatment of melanoma.
